No claim amendments are made after final. 

In the remarks, applicant argues that Bello does not teach that the sulfate ion containing treatment helps reduce the amount of lubricating 
oil, and Bello considers a lubricating oil layer of about 1g/m2 is standard. For these reasons, applicant concludes that Bello fails to teach 
claimed treatment with sulfate ions to obtain a coating of zinc hydroxysulfate and zinc sulfate. Applicant also concludes that Bello does not 
teach claimed lubicating oil film with claimed smaller coating weight of 0.2-0. 5g/m2. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. Bello teaches application of a sulfate containing treatment solution via polarization to zinc plated steel 
wherein the amount of sulfate ion used reads on the claimed amount. Since Bello applies the same sulfate containing treatment solution to 
the same zinc plated steel using the same application method, one of ordinary skill in the art would have expected the same coating of zinc 
hydroxysulfate and zinc sulfate to form as a result. In addition, the examiner maintains that the amount of additional lubricating oil needed 
is application dependent, which would have been routinely optimizable within the skills of an ordinary artisan. See paragraphs 6 and 9 of 
the Final Rejection mailed 18 November 2009. 
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
